LILY BUSCH ESTATE 


Allowance Expected Following 
Admission of $1,149,402 
Over-Assessment. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 238.—An 
over-assessment of $1,149,402 in 
taxes on the estate of Mrs. Lily 
Busch of St. Louis was reported by 
the Treasury today to the Joint 
Congressional Tax Committee.

The Federal tax assess- 
ment was $1,391,354, out of which, 
under an act of Congress passcd 
several years ago, 80 per cent is 
paid to the State. 

Originally the estate paid a tax 
of $639,007 to the Federal Govern- 
ment and $442,267 to the State of 
Missouri. Last March an addition- 
al payment increased the State tax 
to $1,113,083, so that the Federal 
Government, by that time entitled 
to only 20 per cent of the total tax 
collected by both State and Fed- 
eral governments, should have re- 
ceived but $278,270. 

Tax laws of both the State and 
Federal government have been 
changed since the death of Mrs. 
Busch. The State tax on her estate 
was computed originally on a basis 
provided in the old statute, but in 
1929 the law was changed, so that 
the State could compute the tax 
on either its own basis or that of 
the Federal Government, whichever 
would result in the larger return.

Kingshighway, which prepares and 
sells the skins under Government 
contract. It operates the only 
plant in the world devoted exclu- 
sively to sealskin dyeing and dress- 
ing, and handles 99 per cent of 
the world’s catch. It: maintains 
also a packing plant on St. Paul's 
Island, one of the two inhabited 
islands of the five Pribilofs, and 
some of its employes spend each 
June and July in the Far North, 
supervising the preparation of the 
skins for shipment. 


Auction in Two Sections. 
Auctions, attended by buyers 
from the principal fur firms, are 
held each spring and fall. The fall 
auction was divided into two sec- 
tions this year, the first held last 
|Monday when 15,125 skins brought 
$284,000. The next sale will be 
Oct. 12, disposing of the last of the 
1929 skins. 

The spring sale this year real- 
ized $457,000 while all of the salea 
last year resulted in the disposal of 
about 42,000 skins and receipts to- 
taling $690,000. Blue fox skins, 
obtained by the natives on the 
Pribilofs during the winter, are 
handled here also. In all 432,000 
sealskins have been auctioned in St. 
Louis since 1913. 

After the auctions the fur com- 
pany deducts its contractual pay- 
ments from the skins, based on a 
sliding scale of from $12.50 to $9.50 
a pelt, and forwards the rest of the 
receipts to the United States Treas- 
ury. 

But under the terms on the seal- 
ing pact, the United States pays to 
each of the other nations 15 per 
cent of the catch, in skins or 
money. So far, they have taken 
money. This arrangement enables 
the United States to retain 55 per 
cent of the yie'd. 

The other countries agree to pay 
percentages to this country for 
seals caught in waters under their 
jurisdiction, but the Untied States 
has a virtual monopoly on the 
sealing industry since the great 
herd, comprising 80 per cent of 
the seals of the world, breeds in 
Alaskan territory. 


Plan to Conserve Herds. 

The international agreement, for- 
mulated 125 years after the Rus- 
sians, in search of seals, discovered 
the Pribilof breeding grounds, was 
adopted in order to conserve the 
herds. They had been exploited 
so ruthlessly they were threatened 
with extinction. 

The agrement bars taking seals 
at sea. This practice, known as 
pelagic sealing, resulted in indis- 


the dead seals could not be recov- 
ered. Government cruisers patrol 
protected waters now and skins 
must be marked Officially and cer- 
tified before they may be imported 
into countries signatory to the con- 
vention. 
So ruthlessly had the seals been 
hunted that a herd estimated in 
11870 as 2,500,000 animals had de- 
creased to about 132,000 animals in 
1910, the year before the interna- 
tional agreement. 
_A moratorium on the killing of 
seals was in effect for five seasons 
after the oH of the agreement 
and a scientific] program of con- 
servation has, been followed ever 
since. 

Today, the herd has increased to 
more than a million animals and a 


annual increase of about 12% per 
cent, even though more seals may 
be taken each year. The herd cen- 
sus is based on a ratio of one 
breeding male to 40 breeding fe- 
males, each of which gives birth 
to a pup a year. 

The killing is restricted to 3- 
year-old males, who possess the 
most valuable pelts. In order to 
ins're an adequate male breeding 
st & number of 3-year-olds are 
Te ed each year from killing. 


Clumsy and Slow on Land. 


It is not difficult to mark them. 
Agile in water, the seals, some of 
which attain a weight of 700 
pounds, are clumsy and slow on 
land and may be driven much like 
cattle. At the beginning of the 
Season, the males come ashore at 
the Pribiloff Islands, line the beach 
and await the arrival of the fe- 
males, ready to select their mates 
and collect a harem. The seal 
hunters, Aleutian Indians, many of 
them descendants of the hunters 
imported from other islands by the 
Russians, catch them with forked 
sticks, hold them, and shear off a 
patch of the dark outer hair on 
the head, exposing the light fur 
underneath. 

These marked.animals—9000 of 
them were marked last year—are 
easy to recognize during July when 
the seals are killed. They are 
stunned with a club ‘and - knifed 
through the heart. 

The native seal hunters, number- 
ing about 350, are wards of the 
Government. They live on St. Paul 
and St. George islands, the only in- 
habitants save for a handful of 
white men connected with the 
Navy radio station and those who 
supervise the killing. About 12 
supervisors usually are sufficient. 

During most of the year when the 
islands are shut off from the world 
save for the radio, the natives hunt 
for blue foxes, killing about 1000 
during the winter. They are paid 
for each pelt, and the Government 
provides them with concrete homes, 
complete with electricity and run- 
ning water.

HOOVER DAM STRIKE 


U. S. Engineer Says Men Did 
Not Care Whether They 
Worked, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—A re- 


port on labor conditions at Hoover 
Dam, made today to the Bureau of 
Reclamation by its local construc- 


tion engineer, John C. Page, said 
the strike of Aug. 7 was due in the 
main to the heat. 

“The men were in such a frame 
of mind that they did not care 
whether they worked or not,” Page 
reported.. 

The heat was such, he added, 
that Frank T. Crowe, general super- 
intendent for Six Companies, Inc.., 
the contractors, estimated that 
most employes were able to per- 
form only a bout one-third of a 
normal day’s work. This was after 
six weeks in which the average 
temperature had been 107.4 de- 
grees, with the mean daily maxi- 
mum at 119.8. 

The wage scale, said Page, “‘whilse 
somewhat below the established 
union scale, is practically the same 
as has been paid for this class of 
work for the last 10 years, and 
compares favorably with the scale 
established on certain Government 
force account work.” 

“For both humanitarian and eco- 
nomic reasons,’ he continued. “the 
Six Companies must provide all 
safeguards and the Government in- 
spectors are continually consider- 
ing this phase (protection of the 
lives of workers). The Six Com- 
panies employ a full time safety 
man and insurance agent.” 

Discussing complaints of labor 
unions, Page said there had been 
no discrimination against union 
workers on the part of the con- 
tractors. The company had mere- 
ly refused to make the job a 
“closed shop” one. The local Fed- 
eral employment agent, he agaid, 
confirmed this view. 

Page maintained also that the 
death rate at the dam site had 
not been high, pointing to the. rec- 
ord of nonfatal and compensable 
accidents as evidence of ¢are, espe- 
cially in view of the dangerous 
conditions under which much of 
the work is done. There had been, 
he said, only 50 compensable acci- 
dents, or an average of one to 
each 14,201 man hours of labor. 

Much of the _ dissatisfaction 
among the men he traced to tem- 
porary limitation of sanitary facili- 
ties at the smaller construction 
camps maintatned by the company 
on the river. Ice water systems 
now are in process of installation, 
he said, together with other need- 
ed facilities. He described as sat- 
isfactory accommodations at Boul- 
der City where the majority of 
employes are housed, but said 
there was a shortage of water for 
bathing, as the Government-built 
waterworks were not ready and 
water still had to be hauled by 
tank car from Las Vegas. The 
contractors had spent on dormi- 
tory construction an average of 
$140 per man, he said. 


FOOD STORES LEAD RETAIL 
BUSINESS OF $50,033,850,792 


in This Group, Census Bureau 
Announces.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Food 


stores led in volume in net nation- 
al retail sales in 1929 amounting to 
$50,033,850,792, as reported from 
1,549,168 retail stores to the Cen- 
sus Bureau from 957 cities and 48 
states. | 

The Census Bureau in announc- 
ing the results today said 192 dif- 
ferent kinds of retail stores were 
listed and the food group made 
22.61 per cent of total sales. 

The automotive group, motor 
car and accessory dealers, filling 
stations and garages accounted for 
19.08 per cent of sales. General 
merchandise tallied 14.27 per cent; 
apparel stores, 8.62 per cent; fur- 
niture and household goods, 4.57 
per cent; restaurants, 4.19 per cent; 
lumber and building materials, 
7.27 per cent. 

The filling stations of the land 
were numbered—about 124,000— 
and were found to me doing a busi- 
ness of nearly $1,900,000,000. 

The 135,600 restaurants had a 
$2,097,000,000 total. Radio shops, 
new to the last decade, were 
checked in at $535,000,000. Drug 
stores, more diversified in stock 
than in earlier eras, totaled $1,- 
683,000,000, of which $1,138,153,- 
388 went to “drug stores with 
fountains.” The 20,100 jewelry 
stores reported $537,000,000. Hard- 
ware totaled $861,000,000. Elec- 
trical, gas and other household ap- 
pliances made stock in trade for 
10,500 stores doing a $426,000,000 
business.

TWO LABOR UNIONS REDUCE 
WAGE SCALE AT BALTIMORE 


Carpenters and Steamfitters Take 
First Cut Since 1921; Others 
Consider Action. .

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 28.— 
For the first time in a decade mem- 
bers of the Baltimore Building 
Trades Council have taken a volun- 
tary cut in wages.

~ RATE RISE WOULD

. Testify at Kansas City Hear- 
ing That Agriculture’s Fu- 
ture Is the Darkest in 
History.

The future of the farmer was de- 
scribed as “darker now than at any 
other time in history,” as witnesses 
today voiced before members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
their opposition to the proposed 15 
per cent increase «n railroad freight 
rates. 
. Oscar Heline of Cherokee Coun- 
. ty, Ia., president of the Co-Opera- 
* tive Grain Dealers’ Association of 
his State, opened the third day of 
the regional hearing heer before 
Joseph H. Eastman and Claude R. 
Porter with the assertion that $3,- 
000,000 in deposits had been lost in 
bank failures in Iowa in the last 
10 years. He said that the number 
of banks operating in his home 
county has been reduced from 18 to 
seven and that the farmer's credit 
“virtually has collapsed.” 

“The farmer is in no mood to ac- 
cept with good grace any advance 
in freight rates,” the witness said. 
“The farmers appreciate the posi- 
tion of the railroads, but inasmuch 
ms every other industry is fighting 
for existence, including agriculture, 
any increased burden will make it 
impossibie to stay in business.” 


Oil and fuel men were called 
on last night after two full days 
had been devoted to hearing re- 
ports on the effects of the pro- 
posed increas® on the farming ani 
cattle industry.

Volunteer donors of blood to fight

Serum enough to treat 100 new 
patients propably can be secured 
from these donors, Hall says.

Coincidental with a sharp rise in 
prevalence of infantile paralysis the 
demand for serum has increased 
markedly during the last two 
weeks, Dr. Hall announces. Every 
demand has been met, however.

HOOKWORM PIONEER 
FINISHES CATALOGUE 


Dr. Stiles Completes Monu- 
mental Bibliography on Par- 
asites of Man and Beast. 


By the Associated Press, 


Charles Wardell Stiles, who discov- 
ered the hook-worm of the South- 
ern States and differentiated it 


from malaria, finished a monu- 
mental work yesterday, shut up 
shop at the National Institute of 
Health and sent to press large file 
boxes crammed with manuscript, 
the last volumes of a “Complete 
Catalogue of the Parasites of Men 
and Animals.”’ 


Dr. Stiles announced his retire- 
ment from active scientific pur- 
suits. 

The work had occupied his spare 
moments since he was 21 years old. 
He is now 64. Its worth to medical 
zoology has been estimated at $1,- 
000,000 by Dr. Stiles’ colleagues, 
who said the published portion of 
it saved from 6 to 60 per cent of 
their professional time, the aver- 
age being 25 per cent. It indexed 
the entire parasitical literature of 
the world in every modern  lan- 
guage and ancient Latin. 

“In 1888, a student in Leipsic, 
Germany, I started cataloguing for 
my own convenience,” he said. 
“There was nothing to guide a 
reader on parasites, yet it was 
more important to know where to 
find things than to know the things 
themselves. 

“Two years later I was called 
to succeed Dr. Cooper Curice in the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. I found, to my amaze- 


ment, he had started on the same 


task as I m the same year. I threw 
my work and his into the same 
pot, and went on cataloguing with 
the help of Dr. Albert Hassall of 
the Buerau of Animal Industry. Dr.

Although the various forms of 
hookworm. disease, wasting ail- 
ments resembling anemia, were 
known to ancient Egyptians, it was 
not until 1902 that Dr. Stiles de- 
tected and isolated the parasite 
cause in America. 
The worm, he found, thrives in 
the human intestinal tract. Dis- 
charged in the waste, it may taint 
food and water and so reach and 
infect another person or it may re- 
main on the ground and so find a 
new host by direct contact with the 
skin. Thus in the rural South, 
where barefootedness is common,

Ability to beat the first division clubs, as well as those in the 
lower half of the standings, has carried the Cardinals to their posi- 
tion at the head of the National League pennant race. Of course the 
Redbirds have found some soft spots—namely, the Phillies and the 
Reds—but in addition they have the edge on their three leading 


rivals. 


Facing the Giants, Cubs and 
Robins, the Redbirds have a win- 
ning percentage of :686. This is 
a better figuré than has been made 
by the three rival teams, while 
facing first division aggregations. 
Battling the other clubs in the 
uppper half of the standings, the 
Giants have a mark of but .444, 
while the Cubs’ percentage is but 
899. The Robins’ figure is .556. 

Against the Giants and Robins, 
the Cardinals own a 11-8 mark, 
while they already have won the 
season's series from Rogers Horns- 
by’s men with 12-8. This gives a 
total of 34 victories against 24 de- 
feats against the leading contend- 
ere—a difference of 10 games in 
favor of the Cardinals. That's just 
the margin by which the Redbirds 
are pacing the field. 

“Poison” to Weaker Clubs. 

Opposing the second division ag- 
gregations, the men of Gabby 
Street have won 47 and lost only 
20, a percentage of .701.

It’s far from being the log- 
ical deduction. The Cardinals, in 
fact, are the best-balanced team 
in either league. There is a high- 
class player in every position and 
more sound ones waiting on the 
bench to take the places of in- 
jured stars. The club has heavy- 
hitting pinch hittersand reserves, 
as well as regular pitching of the 
finest. 

And if the pitchers do not 
stand out like a Lefty Grove in 
the won and lost column, their 
efficiency records and their com- 
pleted games will stand up better 

than those of any pitching group 
in either league. 

Frankie Frisch, whose average 
was kept down by a bad start, is 
now playing better than at any 
time this season and is nearly in 
top form. Since the middle of 
June Frisch has increased his 
batting average 42 points and is 
now going better than any of his 
keystone rivals, although his sea- 
son's average doesn't show it. 

Charley Gelbert is one of the 
best “team players” the club has 
and it is probable that if Street 
had a chance to change for either 
Jackson or Cronin he would not 
swap. It is certain that he would 
not give up Sparky Adams at 
third for Joe Stripp, and one or 
two others who have better fig- 
ures than Sparky.

TOKIO, Aug. 28.—Rounding out 
a day crowded with official and s0- 
cial functions, Col and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh were welcomed for- 


mally to Japan tonight at a ban-

The banquet came at the end of 
the hottest day of the year in Tokio 
and those attending it were attired 
informally because of the severity 
of the temperature. Both Col. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh appeared a little 
tired, but the former showed en- 
thusiasm when he spoke of aviation 
in his address. 

The banquet was given under 
auspices of th2 Ministries of War. 
Navy and Communications at the 
Imperial Hotel. Foreign dishes 
were served. 

W. Cameron Forbes, American 


welcomed by Matajiro Koizumi, 
Minister of Communications. He 
said the success of their present 
undertaking had ushered in a new 
era of friendliness between Japan 
and America. He referred to Lind- 
bergh as the foremost aviator of 
the world and said Mrs. Lindbergh 
had rendered valuable assistance 
during the flight by her use of the 
radio. 

The program was opened with a 
15-minute period of music by Jap- 
anese players who gave a medley 
of American songs, including “My 
Old Kentucky Home” and “Dixie.” 

Confidence in Aircraft. 

In his speech Lindbergh said in 
part: 

“We have come to Japan for an 
opportunity of meetin_ your people 
and learning a little more of the 
country which in our school days 
was known to us in America as be- 
ing on the other side of the world. 
When we were children we thought 


Communications Minister, and Lind- 
bergh were the speakers. The talks 
were broadcast in Japan and a 
hookup’ was arranged for their 
transmission to the United States. 

Childhood Dream of Japan. 
Lindbergh referred to his child- 
hood dream of Japan as a fairyland 
and complimented Japan on the 
quality of its silk used in para- 
chutes. 

The large number of entertain- 
ments in honor of the Lindberghs 
resulted in some complications, but 
both Japanese and Americans in 
charge of the festivities said the 
mixup was “nothing serious.”’ 
The largest affair involved in the 
mixup was a geisha party arranged 
by the newspaper Nichi Nichi. The 
party had to be called off.

For nearly an hour’ Col. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh shook hands with 
Japanese officials, foreign itiplo- 
mats, fellow Americans and in- 
dividuals of various other national- 
ities at a reception given late in 
the afternoon by Ambassador 
Forbes at the Tokio Club. Both 
were perceptibly tired before it was 
over. Among those attending the 
reception were Premier Wakatsuki, 
Foreign Minister Shidehara, Baron- 
ess Shidehara and numerous Jap- 
anese army and navy officers and 
their wives.

Hundreds of roof dwellers cling 
precariously -to insecure perches, 
‘bécoming daily more emaciated and 
miserable. The Yangtze current, 
which cleanses the foreign quarters 
of the city, does mot reach the na- 
tive city, where the stagnant water 
emits an almost unbearable odor. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent visited a building the upper 
floors of which housed at least 
5000 refugees. It was almost im- 
possible to walk without treading 
on. bodies or limbs. 
floor of the building is submerged 
several feet. 
~ ‘Poctors try to save these unfor- 
tunates, but conditions are ex- 
tremely s@rious. Every other per- 
son appeared to be gravely ill. 
From every direction came moans 
of the aged and cries of children. 

The Wuhan area, comprising the 
cities of Hankow, Hanyang and 
Wuchang, with a total population 
of 1,500,000, contains only a small 
percentage of the flood victims. 
Chinese military authorities predict 
that 2,000,000 to 4,000,000: persons 
probably will die before the year’s 
end as a result of the flood. 

The Wuhan area is the center of 
the flood district, which extends in 
every direction, covering thousands

The writer of “The Case for France,” in Wednes- 
day’s Letters from the People, inaccurately cites Gen.

Frank Harris, who has just died at Nice, lived a. 
life of turbulent activity that reflected itself in the 
vigor of his writings. A man of decided opinions and 
forthright personality, he inspired idolatry on the 
one hand and revulsion on the other. His friends 
said that Harris knew and appreciated his own 
value; others convicted him of gigantic egotism.

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GANDHI TO LONDON AFTER ALL. 

By means of concessions on both sides, Mahatma 
Gandhi’s attendance at the second round table con- 
ference on India becomes possible. The Viceroy has 
reiterated his pledge to observe the Delhi truce, vio- 
lations of which caused Gandhi’s announcement two 
weeks ago that he would not go to London.

Since corporation has become “our most serious economic problem,” reform in its 
practices is urgently needed; holding company is condemned, and its abolition 
urged; interlocking directorates widely used for exploitation to benefit pet con- 
cerns; publicity for compensations and stock-holdings of officers also is advocated.

dards for corporation managers and 
directors. These gentlemen do not, per- 
haps, engage in those raw, unvarnished dis- 
honesties which their lesser business fellows 
employ who permit bribers to cross their 
palms with cash. Their ways are more sub- 
tle. Well established and more or less re- 
spectable fictions varnish over the unfin- 
ished surfaces of their dishonesty. But their 
offenses are far more serious. 

We have to get a clear understanding of 
the fact that the corporation has now be- 
come Ouy most serious economic problem. 
I do not speak of the trust, and I am not 
thinking of monopolies. The ordinary cor- 
poration poses for us so many serious in- 
dustrial and financial problems that there 
is no way of considering it intelligently 
without taking the subject of corporation 
law bodily over into the domain of eco- 
nomics. That done, nothing short of a gen- 
eral and drastic revision or remaking of 
corporation practice should be accepted. 

I have no intention of proposing any pro- 
gram for corporate reform here. But I 
indicate a few things which are essential: 

1, The use of the holding company should 
be made illegal under all circumstances. 
There is and can be no objection to the cor- 
poration. It will undoubtedly be—already 
is, in fact—the universal method of doing 
business. But there is no reason why all 
the business of a corporation should not 
be done under the shelter of a single cor- 
porate entity. 

2. No corporation should be permitted to 
own stock in any other corporation, with, 
of course, certain obvious exceptions. 

3. The stock-holdings of all directors and 
officers should be a matter of public knowl- 
edge, together with a full statement at all 
times of all sums paid to them or corpora- 
tions in which they are interested. 

4. The compensation of all officials and 


W: have not traveled very far inthe mat- 


directors, including all sums received by 
them directly and indirectly, should be 
made known to all. stockholders. 

5. The problem of the directorate of cor- 
porations will have to be considered. As 
matters stand, the directorate and the offi- 
cers constitute a group of officials resgponsi- 
ble to a perfectly helpless electorate. It is 
so widely scattered and so little able to fol- 
low the conduct of the directors that the 
directors become autocrats. 

How this is to be remedied is pot very 
clear, but I venture to propose that the way 
toward that lies in providing two boards of 
directors. One would be a purely manage- 
ment board, made up exclusively of admin- 
istrative leaders within the industry. The 
other board would be a purely supervisory 
one. It would deal with none of the me- 
chanics of management, and its sole func- 
tion would be to select the managing board 
and scrutinize its activities. It would be 
made up only of large investors in the stock 
of the corporation, investors whose holdings 
are so large that they would have a sub- 
stantial interest in the honest and efficient 
management of the company. 

Finally, an end must be put to the prac- 
tice of men holding membership on innum- 
erable boards. The effect of this is to treat 
most of the memberships as honorary and 
of no consequence. They do not 
meetings, certainly do not follow the af- 
fairs of the companies they are supposed to 
direct. This multiplying of directorships 
a.so results in that condition where cor- 
porations are run by men who have no 
other interest in them save to use them for 
the advantage of some other corporation in 
which they are vitally interested. The old 
evi! of interlocking directorates is still a 
serious.one. One would have to be an opti- 
mist indeed to believe that there can be 
very much improvement in corporate ethics 


until this vicious practice is brought to an 
end.

PIGKLE AND RELISH 
WITH MUSTARD SAUCE 


Can Be Successfully Put Up 
by Home Cooks; Two 
Simple Recipes. 


Pickles and relishes in which 
mustard is used to any extent are 
piquant and generally liked. They 


may be put up very successfully 
at home, and the following recipes 
are easy to follow: 

Mixed Mustard Pickles. 

Put in a strong brine (1 cup of 
salt to 1 gal. of water) and soak 
overnight the following: 12 sliced 
small cucumbers, 1 pt. large cu- 
cumbers sliced, 1 pt. small onions, 
3 sweet green peppers, 3 sweet red 
peppers, 1 pt. green tomatoes. 

In the morning freshen these 
vegetables with clear water and 
let stand for 2 hours. After that 
time, add a solution of % vinegar 
and % water and let stand for 5 
minutes, then scald in the same 
liquid. : 

Drain, add 1 cup of string beans 
cut in pieces and 1 pt. of cauli- 
flower separated in  flowerets, 
which have been cooked tender. 

Cover with a mustard sauce, mix 
well and heat througty all ingre- 
dients, then seal in jar. Make the 
sauce as follows: mix together 4 


sugar, 8 tablespoons mustard, % 
teaspoon turmeric, 1 teaspoon cel- 
ery seed. Moisten with cold water 
enough to make a thick paste, 
then add to 1 quart hot vinegar, 
stirring constantly until the sauce 
thickens. 
Uncooked Chow Chow. 

Put % gal. chopped cabbage, 1 
pt. white onions, % gal. green to- 
matoes, 1 pt@sweet green peppers, 
1 tablespoon mustard, 2 red pep- 
pers, through the food chopper, 
using a coarse blade. Mix well 
with % cup of salt, cover and let 
stand for 24 hours. 

Then rinse well and press out 
salt and liquid. Dissolve 1%’ cups 
of sugar in vinegar, add 1 table- 
spoon each of white mustard seed, 
tumeric, celery seed, mustard, 
ground horseradish -and % table- 
spoon black pepper. Mix all with 
three-qparts of vinegar, pour over 
choppéd vegetables, pack in jars 
and seal. This makes 5 pints. 


CINNAMON PEANUT CAKE 


A Breakfast Substitute for Muffins 
or Toast. 

Mix and sift together two cups 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt and one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon. Add one- 
rhalf cup sugar and sift again, then 
rub in one-fourth cup shortening. 

Beat one egg, add three-fourths 
cup milk and fold into the dry in- 
gredients; stir well and turn into a 
greased baking pan. Brush top 
generously with melted butter, 
sprinkle with four 
sugar mixed with four tablespoons 
chopped, roasted peanuts, and one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon.

Cauliflower, Mousse, Cakes and 
Eggs as Prepared by the 
French. 


For our foreign recipes this week 
we give an “Egg Hide Away,” as 
prepared by the French, which is 
g delicious luncheon dish possible 
to any good cook. The French 


method of cooking cauliflower, a 
honey mousse and short cakes 
from the same land, are also in- 
cluded. 

“Egg Hide Away.” 

Cook until tender two table- 
spoons minced onion in two table- 
spoons butter, and blend with two 
tablespoons flour. Add two cups of 
tomato pulp and season with salt, 
cayenne and ground mace. Fry in 
two tablespoons of butter, very 
thin slices of ham sufficient to 
line a baking dish. Pour over this 
lining the gravy left from frying 
the ham. In the center of the bak- 


ing dish slice six hard-bolled eggs 
and cover with the onion and to- 
mato sauce. Sprinkle with bread 
crumbs and chopped parsley, dot 
with butter and bake. 
Cauliflower. 

Boil a cauliflower and separate 
into flowerets. Reheat in a sauce 
made as follows: Mix two slightly 
beaten egg yolks with one-quarter 
cup thick cream and cook this in 
a double boiler, adding one-quar- 
ter teaspoon of salt, a grating of 
nutmeg and the juice of one-half 
lemon. Stir constantly until thick 
and creamy. Then add two table- 
spoons of butter, bit by bit, until 
dissolved. 

Honey Mousse. 

Beat well the yolks of four eggs, 
then beat into them gradually one 
cup of strained honey. Heat slow- 
ly, until thick, stirring constantly. 
Remove and cool and add the stiff- 


ly beaten whites of the four eggs. 


Then add two cups of whipped 
cream and blend all together. Pack 
in ice and salt, and freeze with- 
out stirring. 

Short Cake Squares. 

Mix half a pound of sugar and 
half a pound of butter to a cream. 
Add half a pound of flour slowly, 
roll out thin and cut in squares. 
Bake on oiled paper in a hot oven. 
Eat with cream cheese and fruit 
jam.

Re- 
member that many have a short 
season, so make the best of them 
now. 

tECIPES FOR THE WEEK. 

Crab Flakes in Tomato Aspic. 

Pick over two cups fresh cooked 
or canned crab flakes. 
tablespoons plain gelatine in one- 
fourth cup cold water for 10 min- 
utes. Scald one cup tomato juice 
with a thick slice of onion, a stalk 
of celery, and a sprig of parsley. 
Strain over the soaked gelatine and 
add a can of beef bouillon, salt and 
pepper to season and two teaspoons 
lemon juice. Cool until beginning 
to thicken, then mix in the crab 
flakes, one tablespoon shredded 
green pepper and one-half cup fine- 
‘ly diced celery. Put into small 
molds .or intovone large one and 
chill. Turn out, garnish with small 
lettuce leaves and stiff mayonnaise. 
Serve very cold. 

Fish Cakes. 

Separate cooked fish into flakes, 
or use the canned fish flakes. Mix 
two cups fish flakes with one and 
one-half cups mashed potatoes, salt 
and pepper to season, one table- 
spoon minced parsley, one well- 
beaten egg. Whip all together 
with a fork until fluffy. Shape into 
cakes or balls about two inches in 
diameter.. Rol! in beaten egg yolk 
and then in fine dry bread crumbs 
and fry in deep fat heated until 
it will brown a piece of bread in 
half a minute. Drain on soft paper 
and serve hot. am, 

Nut Cookies, 

Beat two eggs until light and 
add three-fourths cup light brown 
sugar and one-fourth cup melted 
butter. Mix and add three-fourths 
cup chopped walnuts, peanuts or 
pecans, one-half cup flour sifted 
with one-half teaspoon baking pow- 
der and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Mix and drop from the end of a 
teaspoon onto a greased baking 
pan, Bake in a hot oven—400 de- 
grees—for about 10 minutes. Allow 
plenty of space between the cook- 
ies for spreading. When baked 
they will be very thin and crisp. 
Remove from the pan as soon as 
done. Makes about three dozen, 

Honey Almond Dressing. 

This is delicious with fresh or 
frozen fruit salad. Blanch one-half 
cup almonds and toast to a delicate 
brown in a hot oven. Shred or chop 
fine. Whip one-half cup heavy 
cream. until stiff enough to hold its 
shape. Add two tablespoons of 
strained honey, or more if the fruit 
is tart- that makes the foundation 
for the salad, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon mayonnaise 
and the almonds. Mix lightly but 
thoroughly and serve with frozen 
fruit salad, or with any mixture of 
fresh or canned fruit. 

Spiced Pineapple. 

Take can of pineapple slices and 
one-half cup brown fugar, one 
teaspoon whole cloves, one-inch 
stick cinnamon and simmer for 20 
minutes. Remove spices and cool. 

Kohl-Rabi Salad. 

This vegetable, though not new. 
is not as well known as it might 
be. For salad, boil, chill, dice 
and marinate in well seasoned 
French dressing. It is also good 
creamed. 


Scalloped Ham and Potatoes. 

Cut one slice ham in six portions 
and stick two cloves in each. Soak 
1 quart, raw sliced potatoes in cold 
water for one hour, drain and dry 
well with towel. Melt one table- 
spoon fat, add two tablespoon flour, 
add one pint milk slowly, stirring 
constantly. Cook until slightly 
thickened. Place in a buttered 
ecaserole a layer of raw potatoes, 
over these slice fine one onion and 
sprinkle with pepper and salt. Lay 
on half the ham, then another lay- 
er of potatoes and ham, toping 
with potatoes. Pour over all the 
prepared white sauce and bake for 
one hour in moderately hot oven. 
Cover for the first half of time.

EAT MORE FISH 
MANY IN MARKETS 


Halibut, Whitefish and Trout 
Recipes, With Appropriate 
Sauces Suggested. 


= 


There are many good fish to be 
had just now and trout, white fish, 
halibut, bass and other varieties 
may be prepared in a number of 
ways to tempt the late summer ap- 
petite. 

Sauces which are just a little 
different from the usual home- 
made recipes enhance the flavor of 
many fish. 

Brofied Trout. 

Make two or three gashes in 
each side of the fish, and marinate 
for half an hour in oil and lemon 
juice to which salt, pepper and a 
little minced chives and parsley 
have been added. Serve immedi- 
ately after broiling and pass Maitre 
d’Hotel butter with the trout. 

Maitre d’Hotel Butter. 
Beat one-half cup butter to a 
cream as if for a cake, add one 
tablespoon lemon juice a little at 
a time. When well blended stir in 
one tablespoon chopped parsley, 
10 drops of onion juice and salt 
and pepper to season. Form in a 
ball or flat cake and chill before 
serving. 

Poached Halibut. 

Cut two pounds fish in pieces 
and place in pan, covering with 
vegetable stock or water. Cover 
closely and simmer for about 20 
minutes. Remove and drain, and 
serve with the following sauce: 
. Egg and Olive Sauce. 
Blend two tablespoons’ butter 
and two tablespoons flour together, 
add one and one-half cups milk, 
stir until boiling and simmer for 
three minutes. Then add two 
coarsely chopped boiled eggs, one- 
half cup sliced stuffed olives, one- 
third teaspoon salt, one-sixth tea- 
spoon paprika, and one teaspoons 
lemon juice. Heat thoroughly. 

Halibut in Casserole. 
Melt in a casserole one-fourth 
a cup of butter, add a cup of very 
fine-chopped onions and two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of minced pars- 
ley. Cover casserole and cook in 
a moderate oven or over a slow 
fire until the onions are tender 
and brown. Have ready a thick 
slice of halibut, sprinkled with salt 


and pepper after brushing on both

No other cake, and perhaps 


hardly any desert is as popular as 
chocolate cake with the American 
public. Sad tales are told of 
Americans abroad searching in 
vain in many cities for chocolate 
cake “like mother used to make,” 
d spurning the finest and most 
intricate foreign concoctions in 
their despair. 

Here are two recipes for cakes 
and icings which will satisfy the 
most critical chocolate cake fan: 

Quick Chocolate Cake. 
Melt two squares, or ouncés, of 
unsweetened chocolate over hot 
water, add one-half cup butter or 
shortening and stir until the butter 
melts. Pour into a mixing bowl, 
add one cup sugar, two well-beaten 
eggs, one teaspoon vanilla extract, 
one-half cup milk and one cup 
sifted cake flour mixed with two 
teaspoons baking powder. Do not 
stir until all the ingredients have 
been added, then beat hard for 
two minutes or until smooth. Pour 
into two greased layer-cake pans 
and bake in a moderate oven—350 
degrees—for 15 to 20 minutes. Re- 
move from the pan, cool, ice each 
layer with the following mixture 
and place on top of each other. 
Chocolate Icing. 

Melt two and one-half squares 
of unsweetened chocolate over hot 
water, add one-half cup powdered 
sugar and three tablespoons evap- 
orated milk. Mixand then add one 
beaten egg yolk, another half cup 
of sugar and one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. Stir constantly over hot 


water until the mixture thickens 
enough to spread.

the fire, cool, stirring occasionally 
until nearly cold, then spread on 
cake. 

Devil’s Food Cake. 

Melt four squares of unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water, add one- 
half cup sugar, one beaten egg 
yolk, and one-third cup milk. Stir 
until thickened, then remove from 
the fire and cool. Cream together 
one-fourth cup butter and one-half 
cup sugar. Add one egg and beat 
until smooth. Then stir in one- 
half cup milk, and one and three 
quarter cups flour, sifted with 
two teaspoons baking powder and 
one-fourth teaspoon baking soda. 
When mixed, stir in the chocolate 
mixture, beat until mixed then 
pour into two greased layer-cake 
pans and bake in a moderate oven 


—350 degrees—for 20 minutes. 
Cool and put together with a 
marshmallow filling. Cover the 


marshmallow on the top layer with 
melted unsweetened chocolate. 
Marshmallow Filling. 

Mix one and one-half cups sugar 
of hot 
Stir over slow fire until 
the sugar dissolves, then boil 
without stirring until the syrup 
spins a thread. Remove at once 
from the fire, drop 12 fresh marsh- 
mallows on top of the syrup but 
do not stir. Beat the whites of 
three eggs until stiff enough to 
hold their shape, pour the syrup 
over the egg whites beating con- 
stantly and continue beating until 
stiff enough to spread. 


USE VINEGAR WITH POT ROAST 


Makes the Meat More Tender; 
Fruit Also Softens Fibers. 

A tablespoon of vinegar poured 
over potroast when it is put on to 
cook makes the meat more tender 
and adds to the flavor. The acid 
in the vinegar helps in softening 
the meat fibers—tomatoes, lemon 
| juice or other tart fruit juices have 
much the same effect. 

Stewed dried apricots. cranber- 
ries, plums or prunes are, in some 
countries, cooked with meat for 
potroasting, adding a pleasant fla- 
vor combination and at the same 
time softening the meat fibers.

Ross recently suggested to the 
Department of Agriculture a bag 
limit reduction in preference to a 
curtailment of the waterfowl hunt- 
ing season for Missouri. 

“If a 30-day season is necessary, 
give us the month of November 
or Oct. 15 to Nov. 15,” Ross said 
in his telegram. 

“When the question of special 
conservation measures to protect 
the waterfowl supply came up 
some time ago, the Missouri Game 
and Fish Department advised 
Washington that it was not in 
favor of a completely closed season

It is calculated that 200,006 ¢ehil- 
dren of school age in the United 
States have defective hearts. 

The death rate for heart disease 
is greater for men than “*: women, 
though between the-ages of 5 and 
36 the rate is slightly higher for 


chronic infectious diseases, particu- 
larly rheumatic fever and syphilis, 
hardening of the arteries and high 
blood »ressure. 

Contributing to the causes are in- 
toxicants an. poisons of various 
sorts, bad personal hygiene and 
improper living methods. 

Control of heart disease is indi- 
eated in part by its causes, 

Common symptoms are shortness 
of breath fo g exertions for- 
merly made with ease, undue wear!- 
ness, pains about the heart or in 
the left arm, tightnecs in the chest, 
palpitation and irregular or rapid 
heart be:* swellin: of the feet and 
legs, cough and occasional blood 
spitting. 

Appearance of any of these symp- 
toms does not necessarily establish 
the existence of heart disease, but 
should lead one to secure a careful 
medical examination.
